Whereas ai the request of Shri Janak Digal the time for submission of the report by the Tribunal was extended twice 
i.e. once upto 30-1-2005 vide notification dated 4th April, 2005 and thereafter up to 15-6-2005 vide notification dated 26-5- 
2005. 

Whereas S iri Janak digal vide his letter dated 12th July, 2005 has stated that (i) the Director of Shipping Services, 
A&N Admn. wh i is one of the defendant in the case, did not cooperate with the tribunal and that now after the issue of 
directions by the Ministry vide letter dated 10-6-2005 he is expected to cooperate and (ii) the officers of Andaman and 
Nicobar Adimnif tration would be busy m agricultural rehabilitation work in Tsunami affected areas during July-August, 
2005, which is m tin cultivation period for Khariff crop in the Islands, it would not be possible for him to conduct hearings 
and submit reporTherefore, he has sought time for submission of report by the Tribunal up to 30-9-2005. 

Having cot sidered the request of Shri Janak Digal, the Central Government hereby further decides to extend the 
tenure of Tribune l up to 30-9-2005 for submission of the report to the Central Government. 
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
